Mrs. Slichter was stabbed, an- 
other lady: of the same -mission 
(Miss Craig) eseaped and a 
Roman Catholic priest who accom- 


J {panied the party was fired at but

The party ..of four adults and 
two children left Shih-Tsung, on 
their way to Yunnanfu, with an | 
escort of 110 soldiers provided by 
the local authorities, " 

When only a short distance out, 
they were. attacked by a gang of 
250 soldiers who have not been 
paid, but who wore uniforms, The 
escort fled. . 

Stabbed With Bayonels.: 

The attackers ‘surrodnded the 
group of missionaries and opened 

re. : 
Mr, Slichter was wounded. Still 
carrying one of his children, he 
was knocked down by, a saldier 
who struck him with a rifle. The 
soldier then bayoneted both the 
child and father in one stroke. 

Mrs. Slichter was. stabbed 
several times in the breast, Miss 
Craig escaped with the other child 
and’ has not since been heard of, 

The Roman Catholic priest was 
fired at. He put up his hands but 
the attackers continued to fire 
and they all missed, 

Hiding for Two Days.’ . 


In the conclusion, the priest 
escaped behind a wall, whence he 
ran to the neighbouring ' hills, 
where he waited for two days in 
an attempt to’ trace the others of 
the party, . 

Back along the road which they 
had set out on, Mrs, Slichter was 
taken to their starting point at 
Shih-Tsung and attended to, but 
no word has come through as to 
her condition. 


Shih-Tsung is about three days’ | 


journey from, Yunnanfu (the 
capital of the province) and in 
the district, where brigands re- 
cently burned up $6,000 worth of 
A.P.C, oil. 


About Yunnan, 

[Notes Yunnan is the province 
in the south-west corner of China, 
adjoining Indo-China, Burma and 
Tibet. Communications with the 

- outer. world. are maintained -by n 
railway (undér French ‘super- 
vision) through Indo-China; and 
also by the overland route, follow- 
ing the hilly country along the 
upper course of the. West River. 
The. former tuchun, ‘Tang Chi-yao 
was “Independent” for years, «He 
was overthrown by two subordin-

Record for Import of’ Crude 
Material. 


Messrs. J. E. Swan & Co. have 
received the following report dated 
March 18 from their New York cor- 
yespondenta, Messrs. Henderson, |:

The modern way to’ use the 
energy of a man is to employ it in 
a way similar to the little detonator 
of the big: explosive shell—the little 
charge sets off the big one, and does 
an amount of work far in excess of 
its own capacity. 


Energy Output. 


“The energy output of an average 
workman is about a tenth of a 
horse-power, The energy expended 
by a coal miner in an 8-hour day 
thus amounts to about that avail- 
able from 2lb. of coal... . The 
American miner gets out 8,888Ib. of 
coal in a day, and so multiplies his 
energy by 4,400. 

“There are 41,000,000 wage- 
earners in the United States, and 
their output is a little over 

4,000,000 horse-power, or only nine 
times the potential energy in the 
form of coal of 100 miners.
